ALBERTA MOVES 
TO MAKE DRIVERS 
DIM CAR LIGHTS 


Important changes in the Vehic- 
les and Highway Traffic Act, which 
are of interest to all motorists and 
others using the highways of this 
province, are provided for in an 
amending bill introduced in the 
legislature. 

Probably the section of greatest 
interest is that which makes it com- 
pulsory for headlights on motors 
to be dimmed or dropped. This 
must be done ata distance of not 
less than 350 feet. 

It is recalled that in recent 
months strong. protests have been 
expressed at meetings Over the 
menace of glare headlights and the 
danger of serious accidents. 

Another section of the bill re- 
quires cycles to be equipped with a 
lighted headlamp and a lighted tail 
light or rear reflector when being

In the official literature issued by the Commission outlining the terms 
under which loans can be secured from the banks for such a purpose it is | 
set forth that: “It is the intention that the approved lending institutions 
Should make loans for home improvement pu'poses to all owners of homes 
‘whose character and income are such as to give reasonable assurance to! 


the lending institutions that the monthly instalments can and will be paid 
ag they fall due.” ‘ ‘ 

It is true that another clause provides for some WOdification of the 
monthly instalment requirement. by the addition: “or in suitable instal- 


ments for such other periods as may be necessary (o fit the conditions of 
the individual borrower.’ The point, however, is that the terms of repay- 
ment are predicated on the assumption that the borrower has an assured | 
income and is able to satisfy the bank that he can and will meet: regular | 
instalments at due dates, no matter what period may be agreed upon. 

That such a proviso is not sufficiently elastic to. meet the requirements 
of the Western prairie farmer is obvious on the face of it. Even under 
normal conditions prairie farmers could not satisfy the banks that they | 
could meet instalments more frequently than once a year and as they are} 
now circumstanced with an accumulation of years of debt arrears encum- 
bering their property, few if any, could give a satisfactory guarantee that 
they could meet instalments even once a year for the next year or two with| 
any degree of reasonable certainty. ‘ 

In all three western provinces’ committeés have been set up to advance} 
the plan and they. are making efforts to form local-committee to operate in| 
the rural districts and towns and villages.

Shows Rapid Development | 
Use Of Structural Glass In Buildings | 
Is Increasing 
“All indications seem to point to! 
in building 
during the coming year. And _.all| 
sorts of innovations in style, ma-| 
terials and workmanship are ex- 
pected.

One of the most startling was *de- 
scribed by an architectural engineer, 
speaking recently before some of the 
nation’s leading architects and con- 
struction experts. This was the fast- 
developing use of structural glass. 
Already there is an increasing de- 
mand for it for use in kitchens and 
bathrooms in homes, for fireplace 
facing and exterior facing on new 
buildings, and in modernization 
work. But this engineer predicted 
practical skyscrapers whose exteriors 
would be entirely of glass, 

One type of structural glass is 
manufactured in the same way as 
ordinary glass, with coloring ingred- 
ients added, to color it and make it 
opaque. It can be surfaced with 
any of the finishes applied to ordi- 
nary glass—acid-etching, sand blast- 
ing, and inlay with other colored 
glass.—-Forbes Magazine. 


Are Expanding Service 


Zeppelin Company Plans Line To 


India And Far East 


Captain Ernst Lahmann, com- 
mander of the dirigible Hindenburg, 
announces in a publication appearing 
in Friedrichshafen, Germany, that 
Germany will have a fleet of four 
Zeppelins by 1940 operating regular- 
ly to North and South America. The 
Hindenburg’s sister ship will be 
ready this autumn and construction 
on two more ships will be started at 
the end of 1937 or the beginning of 
1938. 

This, however, will be only the he- 
ginning of the expansion of the Zep- 
pelin Navigation Company, Captain 
Lehmann asserts. As soon as pos- 
sible a regular line to India and the 
Far East will be put in service. 

The North Atlantic, according to 
Captain Lehmann, offers no serious 
obstacles to Zeppelin transportation, 
and he expects the New York line 
to operate in the near future as regu- 
larly as the present line to South 
America. No financial difficulties are 
expected.

Legend of a_ sorrowing squaw's 
curse on the palefaces in retribution 
for the death of her first-born have 
been retold in Saco, Maine, and ad- 
jacent Biddeford. 


The Indian mother called on the 
gods of the Saco river, which runs 
| between the two cities, to forfeit 


each year the lives of three white 
people, the legend says. 

Two men and a woman, a native 
| of Disraeli, Quebec, drowned a short 
time ago, the men trying to rescue 
the woman who had tumbiled off a 
wharf. 

Last year the river also took three 
lives, and each year as far back as 
can be traced from available records, 
at least three persons have died in 
the stream. 


Story-tellers trace the tradition 
| back to this tale; 
In the summer of 1675, a group 


of British tars idling a day away in 
the old river settlement, saw a 
canoe come downstream, bearing the 
squaw of Squando, chief of the 
Sokokis tribe, and her infant son.

London.-—New details of British 
naval construction and strategy, a 
new picture of the thoroughness with 
which the government is carrying 
out its rearmament program, were 


unfolded in the House of Commons, 
by Sir Samuel Hoare. 
Introducing the 1937 naval esti-! 


mates, the first lord of the admiralty 
revealed that by the end of the 
Britain would have under construc- 
tion the “remarkable number’ of 148 
new ships, that anti-aircraft weapons 
were being produced ‘on a scale 
precision undreamt of in 1918,” 
plans would be ready to 
attack on British shipping in ‘“nar- 
row and that the Singapore 
naval base was nearing completion. 

After the speech, Rt. Hon. A. V. 
Alexander, former Labor first lord 
of the admiralty, asked if the Do- 
minions had been consulted concern- 
ing the general rearmament pro-| 
gram. 

He further asked if they were pre-| 
pared to contribute something to the 
enormous burden to the taxpayer in- | 
volved in the government's program, | 
“If there is danger of war in thie | 
Pacific,’ he said, ‘the Dominions 
might find themselves in a different 
frame of mind from what they have 
been in recently.’ 

Lord Stanley, parliamentary  sec- | 
retary for the admiralty, said the | 
Dominions were being kept in the 
closest touch through their repre- 
sentatives at meetings of the com- 
mittee for imperial defence. 

Alexander called the government's 
rearmament policy “unilateral” and 
warned that ‘‘along that road lies the 
approach to national madness, na- 
tional suicide, instead of any real 
preservation of the empire.” 

Sir Samuel sought once and for 
all to still claims that naval power | 
was being outmoded by aircraft. To-| 
day, he declared, every sensible stud- | 
ent of defence problems realized the! 
interdependence of sea and air-power. 
The danger of air attack would be’ 
met by the _ fullest use of air 
power itself and the production of 
anti-aircraft weapons which were 
having the effect of making the war- 
ship the least attractive target for | 
an enemy air force to attack. 

“I do not say that because it is} 
the most unattractive target in the | 
world that this target will never be! 
attacked,” Sir Samuel continued.) 
“Nor do I say that if the ships are}

We never claimed to make battle-| 
ships unsinkable. It will always be! 
possible to sink even battleships with | 
gunfire, mines or torpedoes. No

“to telescope into two or three years) 
what ought to, normally, be carried | 
out in a decade.” 

For the new battleships there had 
been no less than 18 designs before 
the final designs were accepted. Full 
scale and small scale experiments of | 
the most secret kind had been car- 
ried out with every type of explosive 
upon every kind of strength and con-| 
struction of material. 

“There is not a ship in this pro- 
gram which will not bear. evidence 
of this concentration upon the prob- | 
lems of the new world,” Sir Samuel 
declared. 

“But the fact remains that of all 
the targets that the enemy may| 
select, the fleet, protected by its own 
aircraft and aided possibly in certain 
conditions by shorebased aircraft, | 
heavily armored by the latest de- 
velopments of metallurgical science, | 
stiff with anti-aircraft guns of amaz- | 
ing volume and increasing precisions, | 
will undoubtedly be the least attrac- | 
tive target an enemy is likely to;

Dr. Seager Wheeler in his excel- 
lent book “Profitable Grain Grow- 
ing’’, tells us that in 1910 he appli- 
ed himself to the search for just 
such a new variety. 


In a field of Australian “White 
Bobs” Seager Wheeler found a 
head that had red kernels. He 
multiplied this and one of his selec- 
tions from it is the famous Red 
Bubs 222 (sometimes called Early 
Triumph) - an important early 
wheat about six days earlier than 
Marquis, with good milling and 
and baking qualities, very strong 
in the straw, and yielding quite as 
high as Marquis, 


Its defects are that in a dry fall 
it shatters rather easily, and in a 
wet fall and on certain types of 
soil, it sometimes throws starchy 
and piebald kernels. 


Being susceptable to black stem 
rust, however, it is not recommen- 
ded for the rust areas of Manitoba 
or Eastern Saskatchewan, but it is 
now being increasingly used in parts 
of Alberta and Western Saskat- 
chewan. 


Dr. Seager Wheeler, by his skill 
and thoroughness in producing Red 
Robs, and fine strain of Marquis 
10 B, has added many wuillions of 
dollars of extra wealth to the pock- 
ets of Western Canadian farmers.

Terminal In America 


Built In 


America’s first trans-Atlantic air 
terminal, one of the largest air- 
dromes in the world, is rising out of 
the virgin wilderness of Newfound- 
land not far from the spot where the 
first flight across the Atlantic was 
started eighteen years ago. 

Nine miles from Botwood, and 40 
miles north-northwest of St. John’s, 
at a site known as Hattie’s Camp, 
British Empire groups are construct- 
ing their first air base on this side! 
of the ocean as a way station of 
arrival and departure for giant air- 
liners which are soon to be winging 
across the stormy North Atlantic to 
link Canada, Ireland and Britain. 


Because of the inaccessibility of 
the location, little news has leaked 
out concerning the real progress 
made. To-day, however, there is a 
new station along the Newfoundland 
Railway, labeled, ‘Newfoundland Air- 
port.” Trains of flat cars have been 
pushing back and forth between the 
airport site and the coastal ports 
for several months on one of the big- 
gest construction projects ever un- 
dertaken in this colony. The trains 
have been transporting men and ma- 
chinery to the new site. 

Since early last spring, an army 
of 350 men, well equipped with ma- 
chinery, trucks, tractors, stump pul- 
lers, steam shovels, scrapers, sledges, 
compressors and other equipment, 
has carved a square mile of ground 
out of the heavily forested country- 
side, laying foundations for the four 
great runways that will mark the 
field. A short distance away, on 
Gander Lake, the first clearing has 
been made for the installation of a 
great seaplane or flying-boat base to 
be operated in conjunction with the 
Jand airdrome for trans-Atlantic fly- 
ing. 

Following a series of preliminary 
surveys made by engineers of Im- 
perial Airways, the British Air Min- 
istry and colonial officials, this air- 
port site was decided upon because 
of the uniformly clear approaches 
available from all directions. Actual 
clearing work was begun in May last 
year, on a program which anticipates 
the expenditure of more than £50,000 
already allotted for the work. 

The Newfoundland Airport, it was 
pointed out, is to be the main Am- 
erican operating base for the trans- 
Atlantic service of Imperial Airways. 
At the Newfoundland base will be 
the large storage and work hangars, 
the shop facilities and the main 
radio and meteorological stations of 
the trans-ocean operation. Plans 
. also indicate that living quarters will 
be provided for a sizable resident 
base force, as well as a hotel for 
passengers who may stop here over- 
night awaiting transfer to trans- 
Atlantic airliners or connections to 
Canada or the United States. 

At the present time, about 300 men 
are being quartered on the field in 
temporary structures which are to 
give way, as the work progresses, to 
large modern administration offices, 
customs and public health stations, 
and other buildings. On the unfin-| 
ished field, the four runways already 
have been marked off. Three of 
these are 4,500 feet long and 600 feet 
wide each, intersecting each other at 
an angle of 45 degrees. Thq@ fourth 
and master runway will be about 
5,000 feet long and 1,200 feet in 
width. 

These runways are now being 
graded and each will have a com- 
plete drainage system of its own. 
They are to be surfaced with asphalt 
for their entire length and will, in 
addition, have an added surface ex- 
tending beyond the asphalt limits at 
either end. 

The woodsmen are extending clear- 
ings, from the end of these run- 
ways, for about a mile to provide 
clear approaches from all directions. 
A series of lights, embedded flush 
with the runways’ surface, will be | 
‘installed for night operation to sup-| 
plement the standard flood lighting | 
and boundary markings. As an in-| 
dication of the size of the aircraft’ 
expected in the future, these run- 
ways will be capable of handling} 
craft weighing up to 200,000 pounds. | 

While no official word has been| 
given out concerning the project, it! 
is understood that orders are to rush 
two of the runways to completion for 
use this coming spring, when it is 
said the first experimental flights| 
over the new ocean airway will be | 
made,

Old Time Table Etiquette 


Manners Have Changed But Eating 
Implements Much The Same 

Digging into the history of eating, 
scientists came up with the asser- 
tion that civilization’s first fork 
users were called sissies, 

“Italians,” explained the Natonal 
Geographic Society, ‘were the first 
to use forks for eating, and were 
ridiculed as over-fastidious or even 
effeminate.” 

The table manners research was 
launched after a joint expedition of 
National Geographic Society and 
Smithsonian Institution scientsts un- 
covered some 1,000-year-old spoons 
in Alaska. 

“These ancient utensils,” the scien- 
tists reported, “give a vivid picture 
of the life 10 centuries ago, but they 
are also reminders that although 
table manners have changed, eating 
implements of to-day are essentially 
the same as in prehistoric times.” 

They hastened to add that the 
Eskimo still clings to the age-old 
use of his knife. This consists of 
stuffing his mouth with meat and 
then whacking off the remainder 
with a swift stroke that barely 
misses his nose. 

Wielders of the fork, which was 
introduced in the late 16th century, 
didn’t batter down the barriers of 
convention until the 17th century. 
Up to that time the best table ett- 
quette called for the time-honored 
method of picking up food with the 
thumb and the first two fingers. 

“Use of more fingers,’”’ explained 
the scientists, “was considered bad 
table manners.”

Everyone is interested in colors, 
even the poultry-farmer, for whose 
benefit the Ministry of Agriculture 
has just issued a bulletin which 
yields, among other things, the latest 
information on how to get the right 
shades attached to the hen's egg. The 
customer’s supposed preference for 
brown eggs over white is an old 
story, but the shades of the shell can 
be easily altered without any assist- 
ance from the hen. 

The Ministry's bulletin is concern- 
ed with the subtler matter of the 
yolk’s complexion, which at first 
sight would seem an affair for the 
hen alone. Research has now shown, 
however, that the richly yellow yolk 
(which housewives are said to de- 
mand in preference to any paler 
color scheme) can be produced by 
appropriate foodstuffs for the poul- 
try; clover will yield a medium 
orange-red yolk, cabbage a bright 
orange-red, and beetroot a darker 
shade still. 

It only remains to introduce the 
correct diet and it would seem that, 
though omelets cannot be made with- 
out breaking eggs, the ultimate color 
of the yolk could be marked with 
certainty on the still unshattered 
shell, A little more research and a 
few more rearrangements of diet and 
further triumphs could doubtless be 
achieved.

Not, mark 
you, that I think shifting customs 
and styles have any effect on the 
unchanging heart of woman, A bit 
of rouge and plucked eyebrows seem 
no more artificial to me than bustles 
were and the swish of ladies’ skirts 
across the grass. 


THE OHRONICLE, 


I was startled by the visit of that 
strange young girl to the old On- 
tario farm. In the span of my life- 
time, I got to thinking, I had seen 
the huge pocket of British territory 
that nestles within the arms of the 
Great Lakes—a fertile land larger in 
extent than the republic of France— 
cleared of its hardwood forests and 
turned into fruitful farm lands. The 
hardworking men and women from 
the British Isles who did this great 
job were lovers of the soil and they 
hungered for homes of their own. 
From their firesides I have seen 
great waves of young life go out in 
search of fame and an easier fortune. 
One would travel beyond Greenland’s 
icy mountains and farther than In- 
dia’s coral strand to find a locality 
in which a father has not told his 
son how hard ‘the old man’ made a 
fellow work on the farm back in On- 
tario. And I have lived long enough 
to know that the farm homes of 


| the Scottish and Irish pioneers will 


pass into the hands of other races 
and breeds of men whose children 
have remained lovers of the soil. 

I have thought several times 
since of the quiet-spoken, hard-work- 
ing women, out of whose decent lives 


| that young girl had come; and every 


time I think of them, I feel inclined 
to dodge around and have a look at 
that simple, old-fashioned, yellow 
rose-bush. It has stood out there, 
these many years, untended and un- 
protected in a wind-swept place; it 
has learned to suffer and endure— 
and it still endures. It keeps itself 
neat and tidy, because Nature mends 
by subtle art the ravages of time. 
Apparently the old bush has always 
been well content with its location 
and station in life. There is no evi- 
dence that it has ever tried to spread 
out or encroach upon its neighbors. 
It is well equipped to protect its 
rights and dignity, and to prevent 
others from encroaching upon it. At 
ordinary times, it is a trim, healthy 
sort of a shrub and retiring in its 
nature; but when it shows its soul, 
the whole bush bursts suddenly into 
a magnificence of bloom, 

There were like qualities in the 
hearts of the Irish women who were 
pioneering in the timberlands of 
Upper Canada when Victoria began 
her long reign. In 1838, a young girl 
set up the first housekeeping on this 
farm, Her family were originally ad- 
herents of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and had settled as small 
farmers in County Armagh at the 
time Cromwell put the curse on Ire- 
land. And I think, sometimes, that 
perhaps old Ireland also put a curse 
on them that settled within the pale. 
There was bred in their children’s 
children a hard, silent, stubborn 
pride that became pitiable as all Ire- 
land fell upon evil days at the close 
of the Napoleonic wars. 


A high birth rate and young folk) 


who hung around home, instead of 
whistling themselves over the hills 
and far away, added greatly to the 
woes of the cabins and cottages of 
old Ireland 


—that mournful nation 

With charmin’ pisintry upon a

cruel and inexorable as were the 
troopers of bloody Cromwell. Their 
women folk had learned in Ireland 
to skimp and suffer, and still en- 
dure; but they had endured there in 
a grim and haughty silence. I never 
met one of them, in the early days, 
whose grandfather had not apparent- 


ly been the proud possessor of an) 


entailed estate—I suppose of four 
acres and a cow. These 
gentry had dined on potatoes and 
hake one day; but to keep up the 
family standing, they varied to hake 
and potatoes, the next, As for the 
rest of us in Ireland, we lived in 
those days on potatoes and point. 
You get that? The children stood 
around the table at mealtime, eating 
potatoes—-boiled with the jackets on. 
To get a flavor, they pointed the 
tatties at the bit of salt herring their 
father ate. Nineteen years was the 
average lifespan in rural Ireland; 
and only one soul out of five passed 
the age of forty,

If getting a strangle hold on the 
dough affects the biscuits-to-be. It 
doesn’t take a government agency to 
point out the housewife’s temper 
controls the whole business. 

One who sweeps serenely into the 
kitchen at peace with the world-— 
say, over the prospects of a new 
spring bonnet—naturally is going to 
be gentle with her dough, By the 
same logic, the woman who storms 
up to the stove in a peeve is apt to 
loose her wrath on the defenseless 


| mass of flour. 


The bureau conducted tests all 
over the place—but not with happy 


j}and angry cooks. Dough which re- 


ceived 15 to 18 gentle strokes gave 
tall, light, flaky tender biscuits. 
Dough which received more than 18 
strokes turned out close-grained, 
tough flat affairs. 

The chemical explanation is that 
getting rough with the dough causes 
it to lose its elasticity.

When the Prime Minister of 
Janada recently paid an informal 
visit to the President of the United 
States official information disclosed 
that it was nothing unusual in 
character or importance, but. mrre- 
ly a meeting of the chief executives 
f£ the two neighbouring countries 
However, the official news that 
has resulted from this conference 
did not satisfy experienced corres- 
pondents of both Ottawa and 
Washington who believe that Pre 
mier King and President Roosevelt 
discussed something of far greater 
importance than al) officia) reports 
would indicate right now. 

One thing is certain, and that is 
that conference was a sudden call 
sent forth by the President of the 
United States, and experienced ob 
servers are endeavouring to connect 
this visit of Premier King with the 
one paid by an important member 
ot the British Cabinet, who arrived 
some weeks ago in Washington 
spent several hours in secret con- 
versation with the President, and 
departed for London without offer- 
ing the slightest hint as to the 
exact purposes of this burried call 
on the chief executive of the United 
States. 

Some remarkable rumours are 
going the rounds of official Ottawa. 
but it is absolutely impossible to 
obtain direct information, although 
every sign points to some momen- 
tous decisions being considered by 
the Government, and no experienc- 
ad correspondent in Ottawa would 
be shocked if he was called upon 
any day to prepare a history-mak- 
ing news copy.
